An Interesting' Letter on the Civ- 
ilization of Indians. 


D. W. BUSHYHEAD. 


TALEQUAH, Cherokee Country, L T., Feb 
4.—Can the Indian be civilized? 
Well, 
tnere are good Indians and b&d Jadians. 
llie Apaches, perhaps cannot be in our 
timeu 
But the present conditioa of the 
Cherokees certainly shows that all good In- 
dians ore not dead Indians. 
Here in the 
Cherokee country are features ot govern- 
ment that the United States itse'f would do 
well to copy. 
Here is a system of land- 
ownership 
that 
would 
delight the 
•oul 
of HeniTr 
George, 
for it is 
his 
idea 
of 
land held in common. 
Every 
member of the nation can oc- 
cupy, by himself or tenants, as much ground 
as he chooses to cultivate, no more. He puts 
improvements on this the same as if be held 
it in fee simplei 
When he wishes to move 
he can sell the improvements, nothing raor& 
The more improvements there are, of coiirse 
the richer he is. But he cannot sell to a 
white man. The land belongs to the Chero- 
kee nation. No whites are permitted in the 
country, or in any part of the Indian terri- 
tory, except by permit of the Cherokee 
government. 


The sale of whiskv and ardent spirits is 
absolutely prohibited in the Indian territory, 
and in the Cherokee nation the interdiction 
is enforced, too. 
If an Indian wishes 
to go on a b i g 
drunk, he m u s t 
cross the line into 
Arkansas or Mis- 
souri 


The accomplish- 
e d 
correspondent 
of The Cincinnati 
Graphic, Mr. John 
R. 
Musick, h a s 
published in that 
paper a long and 
interesting 
letter 
about the Chero- 
kees. It contains sketches of buildings and 
portraits of prominent people in the nation. 
They are so picturesque that I have taken the 
liberty of repro iucing a few of them here. 


I verily believe the Cherokees are the 
most moral, happy and prosperous nation 
on earth. Their orphans, insane, and mutes 
are provided for. There is not a pauper in 
their land, not one. But it is to be remem- 
bered that their civilization began before 
the revolution 
They have been at ifc a 
good while, but I leave it to any candid 
person whether the result is not worth the 
time spent. 


They are magnificent looking men, many 
of these Cherokees. His excellency, D. W. 
Bushyhead, whose portrait is given, is what 
might be called the president of the nation. 
He fills the office of principal chief, which 
is an elective one, the term being four years. 
Chief Bushyhead is now serving his second 
term of office. You will observe that he 
wears a necktie, which few Indians, how- 
ever civilized, will consent to do. He is a 
man of powerful brain—a statesman of the 
truest type. He is the son of Rev. Jesse 
Bushyhead, a half-breed Baptist preacher. 
The chief was bom east of the Mississippi, 
before the removal, in 1838-39, of the tribe 
from the states of Florida, Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi and Tennessee. He is a 
rich man, living in his own bouse here at 
Talequah, the capital of the Cherokee 
country. 


The head chief was educated at the white 
man s schools in the east. He was several 
years at an academy near Princeton, W. J. 
He began to hold office when a mere boy, 
his first place being that of clerk of the 
Cherokee senate. 
Chief Bushyhead is of 
half white blood, very sound Baptist blood, 
too. 


Oue of the most distinguished lawyers in 
the nation is John L. Springston, Esq. He 
has more of the In- 
dian in his face 
than some of the 
others, but it is In- 
dian of a fine type. 
The direct, intent 
look straight into 
one's eyes, and his 
long, curling hair 
make him remark- 
able in appearance. 
Mr. Springstoa is 
a man of fine phy- 
sique. His clear, 
strong speeches 
suggest the oratory of the nobia red man 
as we naeet him in the old time school readers. 


A tremendous pressure is being brought to 
bear to make the Cherokees divide up their 
lands and take separate farms in absoiute 
ownership. 
Fortunately the sentiment 
among them is overwhelmingly against thLs, 
The day they do that they will be ruined. 
When an Indian owned a farm in fee simple 
designing men would make him drunk and 
get him to sign away his property. 


The red man cannot hold his own against 
the white, and in spite of the United iStates 
government itself, if the Indians' land was 
divided into farm% sharpers of the "supe- 
rior" race would get it away from them, 


It is much better as it is. From a fund 
paid by the United States government on 
account of lands purchased, from various 
taxes on permits to white laborers, tenants, 
merchants, etc, a sufficient income is de- 
rived to pay the expenses of their govern- 
ment No Cherokee pays a cent of tax 
They have a legislatui-e composed of two 
houses, like our own. In the senate the mem- 
bers are almost wholly of white mixed blood. 
Jn the lower house, on the other hand, there 
is a large majority of full bloods. 
There is 
an ample school fund. 


The name of Boudinot is one familiar to 
most Americans. Elias Boudinot was a chief 
who t r a n s l a t e d 
much of the Bible 
into Cherokee. Miss 
Eleanor Boudinot 
is his grand daugh- 
ter. She Is of the 
first social rank in 
the ' Cherokee na. 
tion, for "society" 
has its classes here 
well as dse- 
where. I suppose 
if there was a col- 
ony of monkeys on 
an island lUone in 
tbe 
ocean 
there 
would be high amd 
low Ufe among

Musick says: "We have been informed that 
there is not a child in the nation, ol schodi 
age, free from mental or bodily defect, that 
does not attend some schooL 
The great 
idea of the Cherokee seems to be mental im- 
provement. 
The result ha« been a develop- 
ment from barbarism 
three of four 
generations to a refined, respectable citizen- 
•hip. 
There is really less outlawry and 
crime among the Cherokees than among the 
same number of citizens of the western 
states." 


Of a very different typ^of beauty is the 
young lady in the last picrara 
She is Miss 
Ross. Her grandfather was Chief John Ross, 
one of the greatest of Cherokee statesmen. 
For forty years he was his nation's head 
chief! 


The Cherokees do not belong to the United 
States. 
As a matter of sentiment, it haa a 
protectorate 
over 
them, as a matter 
of fact, very littlei. 
It has no 
jo- 
riadiction except in 
cases where a white 
man is a party, and 
in cases of trade 
a n d 
intercourse 
regulations. 
It is 
bound by treaty to 
protect them from 
t h e 
"Oklahoma" 
Paynes a n d a l l 
other land thievea 
Their territory is 
to be kept sacred 
to them by solemn agreement with the 
Uniied 
States. 
Otherwise they govern 
themselves absolutely. 


Let us hope this g^ce of Arcadia will long 
remain intact 
These people are not United 
States citizens,-and do not wish to ba They 
are satisfied, and as proud of the ir long line 
of red ancestry as the daughter of a hundred 
earls. 
They too had their troubles during 
the war. Many of them were slavehold^a. 
The war divided them as it did the TJnio,!, 
€md they fought among themselves. 
At the 
close of our war their negroes were also 
freed and lands were allotted them. But the 
Indians feel themselves far above the iiegro. 


The Cherokees are chiefly farmers and 
stock raisers.

Miss An- 
derson has been working so hard, that 
the strain will soon tell on her unless 
she seeks repose for a while. 
She be- 
gin« to realize this fact herself, but she 
loves the stage more than even her 
physical and mental comfort. 


"My present tour closes in May," she 
said, "and then I shall take a good, long 
rest." 


"Do you contemplate returning to 
England?" 


"My mother is there still, and I shall 
go over next summer, but only for two 
or three weeks." 


"And on your return to America 
" 


"I shall retire from the stage for twelve 
months, perhaps eighteen, and try to 
recuperate. 
My work is wearing me 
out, my friends say, and I suppose they 
•re right." 


"There have been a great many ru- 
mors about your rebuke to the Prince 
of Wales. 
What were the facts of the 
•ffair?" 


"I neither 
rebuked the Prince of 
Wales nor did he give me occasion to 
do so."
